A current theatrical experiment 
in Britain is Anthony Hawtrey.s 
Embassy Theatre venture 


N the fringes of London and 
AJ_in Derbyshire, in_the Eng- 
lish Midlands, Anthony” Hav 
trey (son of Sir Charles Haw- 
trey, a famous theatrical figure 
of the early 1900's) is building 
up a: theatre organisation 
which, in its way, should do as 
much for the British stage as 
the Old Vic has done.. 

Two years ago he took . over 
the Embassy Theatre, at Swiss 
Cottage, in northwest London, 
which for many years before 
World War II had been a 
prosperous experimental and 
try-out theatre. The place was 
badly blitzed, the stage being 
completely destroyed; but, with 
Government aid, Mr Hawtrey 
sot it repaired and opened, in 
February 1946, with a revival 
of Barrie's “Quality Street.” 

By-February, 1947, 32 plays had 
been produced, 25-of which were

Japancse ‘Government agency under 
SCAP. supervision. 

These uccelerated activities result- 
ed In the dissolution of the Mitsui, 
Mitsubishi and Yasuda holding com- 
panies, according to Mr Edward C. 
Welch, chief of SCAP's Antl-Trust 
Cartels Division 6f the Economic and 
Scientific Sectlon.- - 

Mr Welch cautioned, however, that 
the “foundations” of Zaibatsu power 
have not yet been broken. He said, 
nevertheless, securities ‘valued at 
§,000,000,000 yen have been acquired 
by the Liquidation Commission, 
whose very decision in connection 
with the ‘total of 4,053 companies 
whereof it has taken.over the voting 
rights must be approved by SCAP. ° 

“Special care has been taken to 
see that none of the companies dia-
